Prof. Greener said in a short address 
at Bethel,that we s,ould quit the habit 
of making distinguished nen out of 
persons who had no claims upon us 
other than we liked them personally. 
Said he, before a man or woman should 
be made great something full of sub- 
stantial evidence should be done by the 
person. 

The professor is right. We must not 
be too quick at hero worship, neither 
too slow to do honor where it is de- 
served. When persons write books 
they should be anything but narrow- 
minded; neither must they entertain 
personal prejudices, a prejudiced per- 
son cannot be said to be the proper 
one to write history. We have an 
author in our mind now who wrote

FRED. DOUGLASS TO MARRY 
AGAIN, 


I hear that Fred. Douglass is soon 
to marry a very accomplished and a 
very handsome woman, almost white, 
and many, many years his junior. Mr. 
Douglass’s wife died a year or two 
ago, and, although he is about 66 
years old, he has a perfect right to 
marry providing the girl is willing. 
To me there is much that is interest- 
ing in the life of Fred. Douglass. Born 
a slave, sold, starved and beaten, some- 
times as a child being obliged to fight 
with a dog for the possession of a bone, 
he has made himself one of the first 
orators ofthe world and secured for 
himself a position that any educated 
white man might be proud of. He 
stole the time in which to learn to 
read and write, and when he ran away 
from bondage the event created almost 
as much excitement as the rebellion of 
John Brown. He fled from Baltimore 
to Philadelphia, thence to Massachu- 
setts, being pursued like a thief as he 
was, for he stole himself, but the ex- 
citement became so gréat that he had 
to goto Europe. To the shame of this 
country, be it said, that England 
raised the money to buy Fred. Doug- 
lass’s freedom, In England he was 
the guest of John Bright, and his lec- 
tures were an event that was commen- 
ted upon all over the British kingdom. 
Douglass’s fortuue have come and 
gone. He has been lucky and unlucky. 
But I am very glad tosay that in his 
old age he isindependent. He owns 
an eighteen room house near Wash- 
ington and is worth not far from 
$100,000. Whatacontrast! Twenty 
years ago a flave could not be out 
after 9 o'clock at night inthe city of 
Baltimore wfthout a pass from his 
owner.
